CRISIS IN URBAN EDUCATIO 


M.E.M. Project Schools is organizing a conference on urban 
education in cooperation with the commission for Racial Justice 
of the United Church of Christ, and the Interreligious Foundation 
for Community Organizing. 


Urban education is under attack. There are factions which have 

written off the public school system as no longer useful. Others 
say that city children cannot learn. These perceptions may apply 
in certain cases, do not in some others. Our job as urban 
advocates and parents must be to change those perceptions. We, 
too, must admit, understand and respond to this clouded vision 
of our schools. 


We must admit that our children are, in some cases, allowed to 
qraduate out of the public school system with less than adequate 
oreparation for the tasks of adulthood. Too many of our youth 

ire functional illiterates - a realilty which will force them to be 


_and must begin to take a responsive and responsible look at our 


“own role in improving the lot of our youth - our leaders of 


tomorrow.
